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PREFACE 


The  1959  Pennsylvania  General  Assembly  considered  3,739  bills, 
of  which  971  were  approved  and  became  law.  Of  these,  246  acts  affected 
local  government  -  31/“  of  all  acts  approved. 

This  is  the  third  in  a  series  of  publications  summarizing 
legislation  of  interest  to  local  governments,  the  other  two  having  been 
published  after  the  1955  and  1957  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly.  The 
response  from  local  government  officials  and  interested  citizens  has  been 
such  that  the  publication  has  been  made  a  part  of  the  regular  services  of 
the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs. 

This  1959  report  has  been  prepared  for  the  convenience  of  the 
local  government  official.  Earlier  cross-references  have  been  eliminated 
and  a  more  detailed  general  index  has  been  added. 

The  reaction  of  those  officials  who  make  regular  use  of  these 
reports  is  solicited  so  that  the  experience  of  the  readers  can  be  incor¬ 
porated  into  future  issues.
